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DELAYED DISPATCHES 

EUROPE. 
r London, Jan. 11. — The bank of Eng- 
land has notified various banking 
houses throughout the country that 
there are in circulation perfect imita- 
tions of its notes in denominations from 
£b to .£500. A number of the .£'50 
notes are circulation on the continent 
ami in America. The bo»us notes are 
supposed to be the work of American 
counterfeiters. 

London, Jan. 12.— A severe gale 
prevails along the whole of the British 
coast, and dispatches from points where 
telegraph lines have not been prostrat- 
ed report that a number of vessels were 
wrecked and many lives lost. 

Paris. Jan. 1 3.— France has charter- 
ed two more steamers for use in trans- 
porting reinforcements to Tonquin. 

The Figaro affirms that it is the in- 
tention of Kerry, as an indication of a 
continuance of relations with China, 
to immediately appoint a Consul Gen- 
eral at Shanghai in place of Lemere, 
who has been appointed French resi- 
dent at Hue. 

Berlin, Jan. 13.— The Chinese Lega- 
tion denies that German officers an; 
, being enrolled for the chinese army. 

Cork, Jan. 12.— Short who stabbed 
Phelan in O' Donovan Rossa's place in 
New York, was connected with the dy- 
namite party in Cork He was selected 
on account of bis well known daring 

* and recklessness. When McDerinott 
visited cork as a pretended dynamiter, 
Short was introduced to him as "Mr. 
Long," and when subsequently the 
police made inquiries for "Long," the 
dynamiters were convinced' that Mc- 
Dermott was a traitor, it is asserted 
that the real name of Short's victim is 
Whalen and that he is a native of cork 
where several of his relative.! are now 
residing.

CHINA. 

Paris, Jan. 13.— It is asserted thai 
Admiral Peyron has ordered the char- 
tering of six more steamers to transport 
troops and war material to china. Each 
vessel cost the country 1000 francs dai- 
ly, competent authorities affirm that, 
unless the cam bod ia revolt is speedily 
v suppressed, 5000 additional troops will 
bo required to quell the disturbance. 
King Norodon is virtually a prisoner 
in his own palace. The revolt is direct- 
ed as much against him as against the 
Fronch, becauso he allowed himself to 

* be forced into the recent treaty. 



Noi'lliorii Queensland IMewK. 



London, Deo. 28. — A despatch re- 
ceived here says thore is u strong feel- 
ing in Northern (.Queensland in favour 
of separation, and the commercial de- 
pression that exists gives strength to 
the movement At the chief northern 
towns public meetings have been held, 
at. which the necessity for separation 
was strongly urged. It is claimed that 
the population of the north would bo 
double and the revenue quadruple that 
of Queensland if the separation were 
effected. The movement has been tem- 
porarily checked by the indignation 
provoked by German annexation of a 
of a portion of New Guinea and the 
adjoining islands, but separation is 
popular, though strongly opposed by 
thn iiovtrnment and the squatter class.

Afghanistan Boundaries. 



London, Dec. 26. —There is a grow- 
ing fooling of irritation in English of- 
ficial circles over thu neglect ot the 
Russians to join the English members 
of the mixed commission, appointed to 
fix the boundaries of Afghanistan. The 
English commissioners are in a state of 
enforced idleness at Meshed, the capi 
tal of Khomssan, where the Russians 
should have joined them some weeks 
ago. This delay on Russia's part is re- 
garded here as a studied insult to Eiij{- 
lund, and another proof that Russia 
meant to keep faith in regard to the 
gntewav of India. Lord Granville has 
written to M. de Giers, the Russian 
Foreign Minister, asking fur informa- 
tion and M. de Ciers has replied that 
the dolav was mm voidable. It is notori- 
ous, however, the Russian commission 
ers have not yet even received their in- 
structions to start for the frontier. The 
report is also revived that Russian 
agents aro living at Caboul, the capital 
of Afghanistan, and intriguing with 
the Ameer, who treats them with great 
courtesy and allows them access in his 
official correspondence with the Indian 
Government. The St. Petersburg cor 
respondent of Le Nord, of l.russels, 
telegraphs to that paper that he has of 
ficial authority for stating that the re- 
port is false and absurd. The report, 
however, is credided here, when- it has 
caused considerable sensation, and tend 
ed to still further strain the relations 
between England niul Russia 

Allnira tu India. 

London, Dec. 22. — Private corres- 
pondence from India represents a very 
dangerous condition of sUturs in thai 
Empire. The enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions which have greeted Lord Ripon 
during his farewell tour, and the hearty 
welcome according to Lord Dulleiin 
his landing at Bombay, and on his ar- 
rival at Culcutla must not be allowed 
to give a falso impression. The natives 
are divided into two distinct, classes. 
The wealthier "who live in cities and 
who have nothing to lose and much to 
gain from English society are loyal to 
the backbone. 1 1 is very (liferent with 
those who live in village communities 
and they are the overwhelming major- 
ity; for out of -493,129 towns and vil- 
lages in British India 6-18,320 have 
leHs than 1,000 inhabitants and may 
be called villages. In these communes 
the people are acted upon by their im- 
press which is bitterly hostile to Eng- 
lish rules, and by the heads of the vil- 
lages who have been placed in author- 
by English officials. It is from these 
communities that the danger will come, 
and the greatest difficulty is tc commu- 
nicate with these secluded people. 'The 
Rajahs and Mararnjahs are loyal, but 
thev aro onlv a drop on the ocean of 
seething discontent that spreads 
throughout I he length and breadt h of 
the village community of the Km] lire.

A FATAL WRECH. 



A t::inin IJoy, Tries Hard to 
Save (he Captain's Children. 

On the 5th of November last the 
bark Clyde was wrecked near Akaroa 
Heads, New Zealand, resulting in the 
loss of eighteen lives, including the 
captain, his wife and two children, the 
onlv person saved being the. cabin boy, 
Gibson, The ship was creeping along 
in foggy weather, and struck about 
four o'clock in the morning. A boat 
was lowered, and the captain ordered 
Gibson and another boy in to bail, and 
put iu his wife and three children. The 
lee rail of the ship was then low down, 
and the stern of the boat caught under 
it and was swamped. The woman and 
children were got on board, and (Vin- 
son, seeing the mainmast falling in, 
dived and got to the spanker boom and 
on board. He saw the captain, bleed 
ing and stunned, floating about the 
deck, which was under water, with his 
two children. Gibson pulled the child- 
ren out, and thev, with the boatswain's 
mate and others, got into another boat, 
which was swamped among the wreck- 
age. Gibson again got on the spankers- 
boom, and saw the captain's hotly and 
a girl of nine years old float by. Gib 
seized the child, but a heavy sea swept 
over him and hi' lost bis hold of her. 
lie then got on the deckhouse drifting 
by, and was carried into a little bay, 
from which he managed to reach the 
shore.

AMERICAN RAIL WA YS. 

Tho year just closed has not on tho 
whole been an unprosperoua one for rail- 
ways in tho United States, though sumo 
of thorn have got into difficulties. In re- 
gard to railway construction tho roturns 
show that though the year 1881 was be- 
hind tho previous twelvemonth, and 
indeed, behind tho several preceding 
years, yet considering the condition of 
tho country tho new mileage added last 
year was enough. Tho total length of 
tract laid was a little under 4,000 miles, 
not including side tracks or second tracks. 
Tho following table from the Railway 
A(;p shows tho comparative railway milo 
ago for ten years:

It will be soon that the railway mileage 
was increased during the year in every 
state except tho little finished common- 
wealths of New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island, and the inhospitable mountain 
land of Nevada, and in every territory 
except the Indian country, which is still 
strangely sealed by legislation against tho 
inroads o f civilization, and Wyoming, 
whoso mountain wastes oiler few induce 
moiits to the railway builder. The record 
of railway foreclosure Hides during 1884 
shows a smaller number than any year 
since 1 87 1> . Such sales wore all of little 
importance, only one road having a mile- 
age of over seventy-one miles. The total 
number of railways aold iiiulei fuFuulostn-u 
in 1884 was eighteen; the stock and debts 
amounted to §23,504,000, not including 
the accrued interest or flouting indebted- 
ness. '1 ho average yearly mileage sub- 
jected to foreclosure sales from lHHIi to 
1884, inclusive, was 2,893, and the cor- 
responding yearly nvernga of the total 
stock and d'obt was §1(10,620,667. On 
tho other hand, however, tho record of 
last year s receivership. 1 ) is not encourag- 
ing. Thirty-seven railways having a 
mileage of 11,000 miles, with a hoiidetl 
bebt of $-107,000,000 (not including other 
dobts and past duo interest), and an ap- 
parent capital stock investment of over 
8307,000,000, have failed, and have been 
taken possession of by tho courts for the 
benefit of tho creditors. These figures 
represent nearly 9 per cent of the ontire 
present railway mileage of the United 
States, nearly J 2 per cent of the total 
bonded debt and nearly 9 per cent of the 
whole capital stock. 

DAKOTA 'S DISTRESS. 

Sad stories of ruin and desolation come 
from Dakota. The low price of wheat 
has pinched tho farmers, and as a result 
the business men in thu towns are unable 
to make sales and to meet their liabilities. 
Ono fanner had an entire section in wheat 
and got from it an average of twenty 
bushels to tho acre. That made 12,800 
bushels. Some of the car loads graded 
No. land some No. 2 in Duluth. He 
netted about forty seven cents a bushel, 
or, in round figures, §6,000 for his crop. 
But it had cost him §8 an acre to make 
tho crop, or $5,120. Then ho hud some 
commissions to pay, so that ho actually 
came out behind, counting nothing uf his 
own time or for interest on the value of 
tho land. But his is a happy case com- 
pared to that of the farmer who has had 
to borrow. Twelve per cent, is the legal 
rate of interest in Dakota, and as much as 
eighteen is charged. The settlers cannot 
meet their interest this year, and the 
atato is receiving a severe set-back in con- 
sequence. Meanwhile farmers near the 
boundary are glad to pay the fifteen conts 
Canadian duty upon wheat to get their 
produce on to the Canadian market,

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Jan. 12. — The senate 
spent three hours to day in secret dis- 
cussion of tho Nicaraguan canal treaty. 
Senator Miller of California made a long 
and formal speech in its support, giving 
the history of tho negotiation from the 
beginning, and Senator Sherman made 
an equally formal speech in opposition, 
basing his argument chiefly on the belief 
that the Claytim-Bulwer treaty was still 
in force. At the conclusion of the debate 
a motion was made to have the two 
speeches printed for the use of the senate 
in executive session, but was withdrawn 
upon the suggestion of danger that tho 
copies might reach tho press and the 
public.

The best and cheapest way of smoking iB 
tho pipe and tho cheaper tho pipe is tho 
better. You can throw it away with 
more cheerfulness and unconcern. Throw 
a pipe away as often a possible. Tho 
foulness of it, besides being offensive, is 
poisonous. 

Cigars are the most expensive and the 
most convenient way of smoking. Use a 
holder and a cheap wooden one that yon 
can throwaway. It is bad to put a cigar 
in your mouth. The maker of it may 
have had somo contagious disease. 

There is a great outcry against cigar- 
ettes. The outcry is unfounded. It is said 
the burning of tlie rice paper is bad for 
yon. Bosh! It is not half as bad as tho 
tobacco inside. The trouble with cigar- 
etteshs thai they may be made of pickodup, 
secondhand tobacco. That is not very 
pleasant tn think about. In England 
nearly every man makes tho cigarettes he 
uses, rolling them up very deftly. There 
are machines for sale there for 25 conts 
oach that \11ll lull up a cigarette quickly 
and as neatly as any of those you buy. An 
American rarely takes tho trouble of 
making his own cigarettes. Too much 
bother, aiol he hasn't time. A person is 
apt to smoke ten many cigarettes. It is a 
curious fact that a man must ecu the 

smoke before he will enjoy s king. 

Blind people rarely smoke, If a man is 
going against a strong wind, that blows 
the suiokoaway from before he sees it, lui 

is continually asy and thinks his pipe 

has gone out. Smoking in the dark seems 
to he more acceptable, as then a person 
sees I lot glow of the cigar or pipe. 
^ As to pipes, they are classed by a noted 
French physician as follows: 1. Soft 
earthen wipe. 2 Meerschaum. ;;. Hard 
mm Limn pipe, white or colored. !. Wood- 
en pipe. 5. Porcelain pipe. (i. Metallic 
pipe. 

The white earthen pipe, porous and 
permeable to liquids, is put first, because 
it is a good absorber of nicotine; the 
metallic pipe is put last because it allows 
all the noxious products formed during 
',he combustion of the tobacco to reach 
the 11 til of the smoker. Tho meers- 
chaum, which immediately follows the 
clay pipe, deserves its place only on con- 
dition that it is not too old. If ft is sea- 
soned il is as bad as a wooden or porcelain 
pipe. Finally, brethren, do not smoke.

tho conduct of many a fishing family. A 
belief in trun-ls, elves, mermen and mer- 
maids is universal. Wraiths and portents 
receive implicit credence. A woman 
washing her husband's clothes in a burn 
sees his trousers till with water and infers 
from that an intimation of his approaching 
death. Npey wives and dealers in charms 
and incantations still ply a roaring trade. 
There are drunken old hags in Lerwick 
itself who earn their livelihood by impos- 
ing upon the credulity of ignorant sailors 
and silly servant girls. The influence of 
Ihe evil eye is as well known in Shetland 
as in other parts of the world. But to 
rank an evil tongue in the same category 
of malefic potency is a refinement in sup- 
orstition unknown to the folk-lore of tho 
majority of people. ".Nobody must praise 
a child, or anything they sot value on, for 
if anything evil afterwards befalls it " this 
will bo attributed to the tongue that spoke 
of in. This was call "forespeaking," and 
persons so forespoken could only bo loos- 
ed from their enchantment by being wash- 
ed in a water of which the concoction is 
kept a profound secret. A relic of Popery 
seems to linger in the superstition which 
formerly restrained some of tho lower 
classes from eating or drinking on Sunday 
till after divine service. But it is dillicult 
to find either rhyme or reason for the be- 
lief that if two infants that have got no 
teeth meet, in the same room ono of them 
will die immediately after. To havo one's 
way crossed, particularly by the minister, 
when you go a ashing, is reckoned _un- 
lucky. At funerals in the country dis- 
tricts it was usual to lift three clods and 
fling them one by one after the corpse. 
Many of tlie old people still collect wreck, 
or driftwood, with which to make their 
cdlins, a custom which doubtless origina- 
ted more in necessity than in sentiment.

FOURTH PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

T1IIUI) SESSION. 



Wednesday, Jan. It. 
Prayers by Ven Archdeacon Scriveu. 

THE .Sl'EEt'll'. 

Mr. McTavish moved that tho speech 
of the lieut: -governor bo not* takon into 
consideration. 

Mr. Wilson seconded and motion car- 
ried. 

Mr. McTavish moved that tho address 
in reply to the speech bo adopted. 

Mr. Raybould seconded. 

Mr. Galbraith said that the loader of 
the uppoaitiuu being unable from illness 
to debt, to this matter the duty had de- 
volved upon him (Mr. Galbraith). Llo 
had been disappointed with the brief dis- 
missal of tho speech by the members for 
Saanich and Nauaimo. He (Mr. Gal- 
braith) was glad that tho government 
wore able to give a satisfactory statement 
of the finances during the year. The 
country had prospered beyond all pre- 
cedent. (Hear.) The clause relating to 
the extension of the railway line to Coal 
Harbor was most important, but bo would 
await the consideration of tho resolution 
which had been given notice of before dis- 
cussing it. Kootenay had received a due 
share of attention in the speech. Ho was 
sorry that much of tho trade of that (lis - 
trict waa enjoyed by Idaho. A new gaol 
at Victoria waa seriously needed and the 
promise of it would give great satisfaction 
to this part of the province . The Chinese 
legislation of last session was opposed by 
him, and ho waa laughed at; but the dis 
allowance of the bills at Ottawa showed 
that he was right and tho house wrong. 
However, good might still ruault from 
that legislation and the monster petition 
that had gone forward to Ottawa on the 
subject. He deprecated the little inter 
est that was taken in the Chinese cum 
mission when sitting here, and hoped that 
the house would got quickly to work and 
that a beneficial class of legislation would 
be put upon the statute books aa a result 
of their labors. (Cheers.) 

Hon, Mr. Smithe said that ho was glad 
that the speech from the throne was receiv- 
ed with favor by the present leader of the 
opposition. He was also pleased to seo tho 
honorable gentleman, who had been the 
leader of tho opposition, again on too lloor 
of the house (hear, bear) and he expressed 
regirt that he was not able to take his ac- 
customed place as leader of the gentlemen 
opposite. He had to compliment the lion, 
gentleman w ho hud taken his place mi the 
remarks he had made on tho speech from 
the throne. However, his criticism on the 
gentleman who had moved the adoption of 
the address, ho must take oxception to. It 
was well known that another hou. gentle- 
man had taken the duty of moving the re- 
ply to|the speech, but ho was ill and could not 
lie present, and the hou. gentleman who 
had moved the resolution was not prepared 
to make any remarks, its he was only in- 
formed just previous to taking his seat that 
such duly would devolve on him. llo was 
glad that the speech was satisfactory to the 
opposition. The present leader bad admit- 
ted that a great deal had been accomplished 
and that the country was in a prosperous 
condition, and also that the government 
were to bo congratulated on the satisfactory 
situation of things generally. Willi refer- 
ence to the Chinese question, the honorable 
member for Kootenay had claimed credit 
for prophesying the disallowance of the 
acts passed by this government. Only one 
of the acts had been disallowed, and it did 
not follow that it was disallowed 
in consecjueuce of being unconstitutional. 
Tho Dominion government had not stated 
that it was disallowed on such grounds. 
They had stated that any act that waa not 
in the interest of tho whole Dominion they 
had a perfect right to disallow. Still ho 
thought wo ought to be in a position to 
pass such acta as wo thought necessary, 
and as long aa they did not overstep con- 
stitutional rights the Dominion govern- 
ment had no right to disallow an act. 
Tho Dominion government had takon tho 
ground that until tho completion of the 
Canadian Pacific railway the Chinese 
should not be prohibited or restricted. 
Ho was quite satisfied with Kootenay dis- 
trict. Thoy might look for extensive de- 
velopments in the near futuro. Ho had 
had the pleasure of visiting a portion of 
that diatrict, and he bad seen enough to 
convince him they had a rich and im- 
portant district in Kootenay. Thoy hud 
aa rich a district in Cariboo, but that dis- 
trict had no railway to run through it, 
and had been hanl-pushod on account of 
lack of railway facilities. It had been 
necessary if prosperity was to continue 
quartz mining should bo developed; but 
in consequence of a lack of cheap tran- 
sportation for supplies to that point 
such industries had not been prosecutod. 
In Kootenay tho Canadian Pacific passed 
through the centre of it, and no doubt 
would attract a large mining population. 
Tho mining population would bo a con- 
suming one. The merchants of Yale, 
Victoria and Iviunloops would feel the 
benefit of it. Thoro was then another in- 
dustry that would be developed. There 
wore forests of magnificent timber that 
he had never seen before in British 
Columbia, and as it was certain that 
the woodless plains oast of tho Pocky 
mountains would draw lumber sup- 
plies, they could see what progress might 
be made in lumbering in the Kootenay 
district. Ho could only repeat that he 
was glad that the honorable gentlemen 
opposite were pleased with tho speech of 
the governor, and he would not make any 
further romarks un the question. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Grant said that in nearly all cases 
the speech from the throno waa disap- 
pointing. Ho did not think sufficient 
provision was made for tho vigorous 
prosecution of the drydock. He waa glad, 
however, that tho government had taken 
steps to assert their authority at Met- 
lakahtla, and ho boliovod good would 
come out of the commission. Tliu Chi- 
nese commission he deemed a slur on the 
members at Ottawa and of this house and 
bo did not wonder that prominent men 
stayed away from ita sittings. The ex- 
tension of tho lino to Coal Harbor would 
come before the house in another form. 
Lie was pleased that the government had 
taken up the Alaska boundary matter and 
would push it. The increase of gold pro- 
duction was gratifying; but be felt slighted 
that the speech had not notice 1 Cassiar. 
He hoped the government would appeal 
that part of the decision of tho supreme 
court of Canada relating to the wholesale 
liquor trade to a higher tribunal. The 
absence of reference to education in the 
speech was unfortunate. Tho time had 
arrived when the road tolls should bo 
lifted from tho main and Cassiar roads. 
Provision should bo made for making pro- 
per surveys throughout the province. 

Nr. Duck said the address was conspicu- 
ous more on account of its omissions than 
its commissions. Reference should have 
been uuido to educational matters, No ref- 
erence was made to tho dispute as to the 
minerals between the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments, or to the appointment 
of a legal adviser by thi Dominion to assert 
its claim to the minerals in the rail way belt. 



! No reference was made to tho Kootenay 
j Railway Company; but the government 
' had taken steps to have the eastern bouu- 
I dory defined, and that was n, right step. He 
1 did not intend to oppose the passage of 
j the address (hear). 

! Hon. Mr. Robsou said that he was glad 
| to see the leader of the opposition again in 
I a seat in tho house. (Applause). With re- 
| gard to the question under discusiou he 
I was no doubt expected to say something. 
I It was a most gratifying circumstance for 
| gentlemen on this side of the house to hear 
) such flattering remarks from gentlemen op- 
posite, aud it would make their work com- 
paratively simple. The hou. member for 
Cassiar "had said that the speech was re- 
I uiark.ddo for its omissions. Ho bad been 
; afraid that thoy would think that it was 
| too lengthy. As it was it was 
' felt to be very lengthy. but nothing could 
j be omitted from it. that waa tin re to make 
I room for other matter, ami therefore no 
j fault could be found with it on that score, 
i Tho system of education was thoroughly 
organized and in good working order. 
! The custom was not. to mention matters 
| in the speech that had occurred between 
I sessions or important changes made. He 
I was glad to inform the gentlemen that 
I the amendments made in the school net 
wore of great importance. The city 
trustees had boon increased from three to 
| six, and this had excited interest in 
j school m alters, and also tho extension of 
j tho franchise to tho women of tho prov- 
1 inco had caused greater interost to bo 
taken in school matters. Due-third of 
the entire vote was cast by the women in 
| the last school trustee election. That 
circumstance alone would speak more 
Btrongly than anything else in favor of the 
extension of the franchise The school 
! system was growing ill Victoria and tliu 
! results had been very satisfactory. A 
high school was established in Now West- 
i minster oily mid the school had 35 pupils 
: in attendance and satisfactory progress 
waa being made. In Xanaillio city the 
j reason that no high school had been 
established was no doubt on account of 
. the requisite number of pupils not coining 
forward. With regard tn road tolls, the 
honorable gentleman had expressed the 
opinion that road tolls should be re- 
moved, but tho quest ion was could they 
I afford it? Tho government were pre 
! pared to enter into a proposition to take 
off part of the road tolls to Cariboo and 
Cassiar and thoy would also be glad if the 
revenue would allow it to remove all tho 
read tolls. Tiie miners in Cariboo and 
Cassiar had enough to contend with with- 
out being subject to heavy road tolls. 
With reference to the omission of the 
A i ns wert h matter he would say that tho 
full amount of the deposit necessary was 
made in tbo 'iuik of British Columbia 
and was paying i per cent, interest. His 
recollect ion was that the trovernment re- 
garded the set i lenient of the eastern 
boundary as ot paramount importance and 
the immediate action of the government 
in the matter had proved that they wore 
fully alive to ita importance. The settle 
ment of the Alaska bi titulary was also re- 
garded as of very great importance and ho 
was glad to he aide to inform gentlemen 
opposite that papers had been made out 
that would place tho matter in a very 
clear and comprehensive light, lie woultl 
compliment lion, gentlemen opposite for 
tho moderate w ay in which the speech had 
i been treated and the compliment that had 
I been tendered the government in the mat- 
i ter. With regard to the surplus on 30th 
June, 1884, it was §134,000. He was 
i sure this woultl be met with satisfaction 
! by all members of the house. They had 
received §115,000 more than estimated. 
Ho was sure the gentlemen opposite 
would admit this was a very gratifying 
showing. 

Mr. Helgosoll said that the honorable 
gentleman from Kooteuey had expressed 
wonder at nothing h iving been said in 
moving the adoption of the speech. Ho 
did not wonder as he found nothing to 
Compliment them in it. lie believed that 
they were on the eve of prosperity, but 
ho thought that the present government 
had no credit to claim for it. tie thought 
it was due to the late government. 
(Laughter.) Ho was glad that tho dock 
at lust was in a fair way towards comple- 
tion, lie saul tho dock was claimed as 
not being large enough, but ho hoped 
that would not stav its progress. He 
thought the Chinese commission a farce. 
Tho boundary question was no doubt a 
very good one to receive attention. Ho 
hoped tho immigration returns wero cor- 
rect for it. showed that Ihe country was 
prospering. Ho thought tho government 
of British Columbia had no interest in the 
Washington treaty, as Newfoundland was 
tho only province that was paid for or 
concerned in it. He was phrased that tho 
railway through Kootenay was already 
proving of advantage to settlers thore. Ag- 
riculture was ignored in the speech, and 
as that was the chief interest he thought 
it should have been mentioned. Nothing 
was said about the fisheries, but ho sup- 
posed the government would let them take 
caru of themselves. Indian troubles in 
Metlakahtla wero common, and not worthy 
of a place in the speech, There was noth- 
ing in the speech to further detain tho 
house by discussing it. He could not en- 
dorse it. 

Mr. Wilson was somewhat astonished 
at the liaiuiouy which prevailed in the 
house upon the address. It waa prac- 
tically seconded by the opposition (a 
laugh), and only one hou. gentleman had 
criticized it host illy. As the different 
matters came up he would brt prepared to 
pass upon them. He did not believe that 
tho governor's speech should be an essay, 
as some hou. members seemed tn think. 
Thore were many matters that must, ne- 
cessarily bo omitted from a document of 
that kind. The road tolls wore oppres- 
sive, and his constituents would not thank 
tho government for taking off half tho 
tolls when one half the road was now 
covered by a railway . (Laughter.) The 
criticism of the hou. member for Cassiar 
upon the drydock was scarcely fair. The 
government hail a largo surplus, and now 
was the time to have the road tolls te- 
moved entirely. (Cheers ) 

Mr. Orr said many mutters had been car- 
ried' on by the government in a fair manner; 
other duties had not been so well discharg- 
ed. He thought the expenses of the Met- 
lakahtla commission should be paid one- 
half by the Dominion government and one- 
half by the church (laughter). Thoro 
should be a new registration of tho voters 
of the province, so that dead men and 
absentees should not vote [laughter]. He 
reserved to himself the rTght to vole as he 
saw tit on tho various questions us thoy 
might arise. 

Mr. Me Loose referred to the onerous 
nature of the road tolls, and hoped they 
would bo abolished, lie would welcome a 
change in the county courts act; it was im- 
possible for the county court judge to dis- 
cbarge, the dutiya of his office over so largo 
a district. Alining disputes were occurring 
almost daily. Such disputes could not bo 
decided by a county court judge who was 
100 miles away, and he hoped that the old 
arrangement would be re-established. Tho 
speech covered u great deal of ground, and 
ho would vote on the different matters as 
they came up in debate. 

Air. Galbraith said that ho wished to 
ask tho provincial secretary a question 
about a matter which affected his district 



greatly, and that was tho right of the pro- 
vince to the minerals as it had caused a 
great deal of anxiety; he hoped the matter 
would receive settlement this year. 
UgHun. Mr. Robson said it was a quostion 
that could not at present be discussed us 
it waa in a state uf sub jtldice, but he 
would inform the hull gentleman that 
steps were under way and the government 
later on hoped to inform the house that 
tho matter had boon settled satisfactorily 
to tho province. 

Tho motion moving the reply to his 
honor's speech waa thou put and carried, 
Mr. Holgesun voting nay. 

MINISTERIAL ClIANU ES. 

Mr. Galbraith referred to newspaper 
reports of a change in the ministry and 
asked for the customary explanations. 

Mr. Drake, late president of tho coun- 
cil, said that it was duo to the house to 
say that he only ontered the cabinet under 
very great pressure and with tho under- 
standing that he should not remain there 
longer than six months. However, after 
his on try certain questions arose anil he 
considered himself in honor-bound to re- 
main in the ministry until they had been 
disposed of. When that had been ac 
complished ho withdrew. Ho would 
state that tho best of fooling had always 
existed between himself ami his colleagues. 
(Hoar.) 

Hun. Mr. Smithe moved that the ad- 
dress ho read a second time which was 
douo and it waa agreed to. 

The address was then referred to a 
select committee consisting of the execu- 
tive and the mover and seconder. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe reported from the 
select committee an address to tho lieut - 
governor which was adopted by the house 
and ordered to be presented t.i his honor 
by tho members of the executive. 

APJOl'KNMKNT. 

Mr. Smithe moved that the house tit 
its rising do stand.adj<>urned till L' o'clock 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Galbraith said before putting tho 
motion there was a feeling in the house 
that there should bo a further adjourn 
ment of the house, as them wero two 
members absent who roprosi utod import- 
ant constituences. The question of the 
Coal Harbor grant waa tu come before the 
house and as it was one that greatly con- 
cerned the whole country ho thought 
these gentlemen should be present, lie 
thought that an adjournment for nine or 
ten days would meet the case. Although 
papers had been brought down in refer- 
ence to this matter, he would like to see 
more light on the subject. There were 
squatters mi the land granted by the gov- 
ernment and he would like to know what 
tlmir rights were. He simply suggested 
that the matter bo deferred tor ei^ht or 
ten days, not to throw anything in the 
way of the government, but he wanted 
more light and thought tho agreement 
between the government and the syndi 
cate should be brought down, lie would 
suggest that tliu honorable the premier j 
make his motion an adjournment for 
eight or ten days. 

Mr. Dunsmuir would ask the hon. mem- | 
bor for Kootenay if ho wished tu discon- 
tinue tho business uf the house during 
tho ton days. Ho thought tho business 
uhould bo prosecuted, and not wait, for 
tho gentlemen mentioned, as thoy cer- 
tainly knew when the house was to meet. 
He did not think the business of the 
house should be retarded for the gentle- 
men referred to, and could not see the 
reason for doing so unless there was some 
underhand work goint; on. 

Hon. Mr. Siuil lie said that if it was the 
dosiro of house that the Coal Harbor mat- 
ter should be deferred, be was willing to 
do so, but thought, other business should 
begone on with, and no such delay as 
[iroposed be made. He was quite willing 
that the matter should be delayed for ; 
eight or ten days. 

Mr Galbraith said that ho was quite 
willing that the matter should bo treated 
as proposed by the gentlemen opposite; 
but he wished to state thai he was in no 
way connected with any underhand busi- 
ness, and knew nothing of the question, 
US he had only arrived in Victoria a few 
days previous. 

Mr. Duntmuir said that ho did not say 
"underhand business," but "unless there 
was some underhand business" going on. 

Mr. Wilson was glad that the request 
had been so readily granted by the gov- 
ernment, as the matter was a most im- 
portant ono. 

Mr. Orr was also very glad that the 
matter was delayed ns it affected his dis- 
trict more than any other in the province, 
and hu thought every information should 
be laid before the members. 

Mr. Grant also approved of tho delay- 
ins; of tho matter and the placing of ad- 
ditional information before them. 

The motion that the house whim it ad- 
journs stands adjourned until '2 o'clock 
Thursday was put and carried. 

STl 1'EN III A It V M All I SIR ATE. 

Mr. Davie asked that leave be granted 
him for the passing of a bill amending 
section 7 of tho act. for tho appointing of 
stipendiary magistrates. It was necessary 
to appoint one for Eagle Pass district on 
account of the rapid increase of popula- 
tion at that point, it was reported that 
breaches of the peace and illicit whiskey 
soiling was going on, and it was to coun- 
teract this that he would ask that '.he lull 
pass through its three stages to-day. 

Tho bill was entitled an act to amend 
"an act relating to tho appointment of 
stipendiary magistrates 

Mr. Davio moved that tho standing 
orders for the day bo suspended. 

Mr. Orr asked the salary paid to 
stipendiary magistrates. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said that it was gener- 
ally ?2,000, but in this particular case it 
would bo ?f)00. 

Tho bill was then read a first and 
second timo and the house went into com- 
mittee, Mr. Wilson in the chair. 

Mr. Galbraith complimented tho 
attorney-general on his prompt action in 
tho mutter, as ho had heard of various 
dimes impudently committed in that 
section, and it was actually necessary that 
such a magistrate be appointed. A con- 
stable should also be appointed. Hu 
would say that Mr. Vowell, the gold 
commissioner, was the right man in the 
right place and had b -on indefatigable in 
tliu discharge uf his duties. 

Tho committee rose ami reported the 
bill without amendment and it waa then 
read a third time and passed. 

House adjourned at 4.25.

Horne, the vice-president :uid general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, denies emphatically that there is 
any foundation for the reports in Grit 
papers that another loan will hb asked 
from the Government beyond thirty 
million dollars at the next session of 
Parliament. The heavy section on the 
north Bhore of Lake Superior, Mr Van 
Iloiiie says, is all graded, and only 3i> 
miles of rails remain to be laid down 
east of the lake. The 180 miles of a 
gap is well nigh finished and also ready 
for the rails. On the mountain sections 
tho road, with the rails, is completed to 
Beaver river in tho Selkirk rarge, and 
on the Government [section in British 
Columbia the rails are down to within 
three miles of Gowan'a ferry on Lake 
Kamloops. 

Mgr. Smoulders will leave Montreal 
shortly for New York on his return 
journey to Borne. 

Montreal, Jan. .'i. — During the 
year just ended L'l locomotives, 2S7 
passenger and freight cars have con- 
structed in tho Canadian Pacific work- 
shops here and added to tho rolling 
stock in use on the line. 

Hamilton, Jan. ;i. — Mrs. Dean, of 
54 Loter street, was found dead in bed 
yesterday. Heart disease was the cause 
of death. 

The customs duties here for 188-1 
were $093,000, a decrease of K, r >,000 as 
compared with 1883. 

Ottawa, Jan. 3. — Hon. Mr. Pope, 
Mr. Schrieber, end General Manager 
Van Home have left on a tour of in- 
spection of tho Canadian Pacific. They 
will go 200 miles wostof Sudbury Junc- 
tion. 

Toronto, Jan. 3. — The personal pro 
porty of Jas. Bethune is sworn at §39,- 
900. The widow is left every thing, 
and appointed sole executrix. 

London, Jan. 3. — Colored men stab- 
bed John Palmer and Constable 
Nicholls night before last. They are in 
a dangerous condition at the hospital. 
Mr. Brown, harder, and C. \V. Taylor 
have been arrested. Jas. and Alfred 
Henderson, the principals in the affair, 
have so far eluded arrest. 

Kinc-ston, Jan. 3. — A girl named 
Hawlcy and a boy named Robertson 
were drowned on Monday while cross 
ing tho ice to Amherst Island to 
bathe. 

Quebec, Jan. 3. — The people of the 
county of Levis are agitating to have a 
railway bridge built over the St. Law- 
rence at Quebec, to connect the North 
and South Shore Railway. Yesterday 
they commenced signing a petition to 
the Federal Government demanding it, 
and also the Canadian Pacific be fixed 
here. 

It is understood that the present 
disclosures of the Tory corruption 
fund, will bo made the subject of a 
formal charge against Sir Heotor when 
the Parliament meets. Failing to se- 
cure an enquiry, an appeal will be made 
to the Governor-Genei-il 

Mkafokd, Jan. 2. — There was a 
small leak in Vain's mill-dam, but it 
was considered unimportant, and the 
proprietors intend to have it repared 
in a day or two. During the night, the 
dam broke, however, the wind blew 
strongly from tho west and washed 
away material sufficient to let a large 
stream through which, by 4 o'clock in 
the morning had increased to such an 
extent that it poured an immense vol- 
ume of water into tho most thickly 
populated part of the town. The water 
flowed down Front street in volumes, 
and into the side streets and cellars of 
houses, doing uncalculable damage to 
almost the whole town. 

Toronto, Jan. L — A special meet- 
ing of the city council was held this 
afternoon, when an address was pre- 
sented to Mr. Mowat, congratulating 
him on tho settlement of tlx; boundary 
question. Mr. Mowat made a happy 
reply. A large number of citizens were 
present. Politics were eschewed. 

London, Jan. 4. — The employees of 
the London Furniture Comaany had 
their wages reduced fifteen per cent, 
yesterday. 

Quebec, Jan. I. — Between nine and 
ten o'clock this morning Trinity Fpis- 
copalian Church wasdicovered tc be on 
fire. It was considerably damaged. 

Cl#uemont, Jan. 3. — Russell's Hour 
and oatmeal mill was completely burn- 
ed to-night. The fire started about a 
quarter tj nine, and when discovered 
the whole mill was a complete blaza 
The loss will be over $7,000; insurance, 
$3,000. 

Montreal, Jan. 4. — The wholesale 
hardware trade was surprised this 
morning by the failure of two of the 
oldest business houses in the trade, 
John Phillips it Co., of Montreal, and 
J. L. Desmarteau it Co., of Quebec. 
The two houses are believed to have 
business connections, and the combined 
liabilities will probably reach $200,000. 
Phillips it Co., are successors to Elliot, 
Savftell, it Co., who retired with a large 
fortune. 

At a meeting of the creditors of 
Messrs. Tiffin Pros., an offer of 33 1.3 
cents on the dollar was made by the in- 
solvents. This was refused. The credi- 
tors believe that estate will realize 
more than that amount. The estate will 
be offered for sale on Friday next un- 
less a better offer is made. 

Halifax, Jan.l. — The Local Gov- 
ernment's four-and-a-half per cont. loan 
of $100,000 has been taken at a small 
premium. 

Kingston, Jan. 1.— Rev. T. \Y. 
Kirkpatrick, of St. James (Episcopal) 
Church, brother of speaker Kirkpat- 
rick, died this morning. 

Brandon, Jan. 2. — A man who ar- 
rived from tthe South says that a man 
was found on Tuesday near the bound- 
ary, with the flesh eaten ofi" his 
face and limbs by the foxes or prairie 
•wolves. Ho had not been indentified. 
Ho was two miles from the nearest 
bouso, and somo distance from the 
trail.

Facts ot Cm-ions Interest Con- 
cerning tlic^ISi-ilisli 
Metropolis. 



(O. U. Walton in tho N. O. riinea-DcmoctOt.) 
London, England, is the greatest 
city the world ever saw. It is the heart 
of the British Empire and the world. 
It covers within the fifteen miles' ra- 
dius of Charing Cross (Strand), 700 
square miles. It numbers within these 
boundaries 5,000,000 of inhabitants, 
comprises over 2,000,000 foreigners 
from every quarter of the globe. It 
contains more Roman Catholics than 
Homo itself; more Jews than the 
whole of Palestine; more Irish than 
Dublin; more Scotchmen than Edin- 
burgh; more Welshmen than Cardiff; 
more country raised persons the coun- 
tries of Devon, Warwickshire and 
Durham combined. Has a birth in it 
every five minutes; has a death in it 
every eight minutes; has seven acci- 
dents every day in its 8,000 miles of 
streets; has on an average forty miles 
of street opened and 15,000 new houses 
built in every year. In 1883 there were 
added 22,110 new houses to the vast 
aggregate of dwellings which is called 
the metropolis, thus forming 368 new 
streets and one new square, covering a 
distance of sixty-six miles and eighty- 
four yards. It is difficult to form the 
mental picture from these figures. 
Brighton the queen of watering places, 
in 1881 had 20,379 inhabited houses, 
so that London in 18S3 added to itself 
a town bigger than Brighton. It would 
would require, two Cainhridges, or Ox- 
fords, or Baths to represent the addi- 
tion to London in a single year. 

London has 4G,000 persons annually 
added (by birth) to its population, has 
over 1,000 ships and 10,000 sailors in 
its port every day; has as many beer 
shops and gin palaces as would, placed 
side by side, would stretch from ('bar- 
ing Cross to Portsmouth, a distance of 
78 miles; has 38,000 drunkards annu 
ally brought before the magistrates; 
has seventy miles of open shops every 
Sunday; has influence with all parts of 
the world represented by a year'y de- 
livery in its postals districts of 298, 
000,000 of letters. Eight hundred and 
fifty trains pass Clapham Junction 
every day, and the Transport (under- 
ground) railway runs 1211 trains every 
day. The London Omnibus Company 
have over 700 buses which carry f)C,- 
000,000 passengers annually, it is 
more dangerous to walk the streets of 
London than to travel by railroad or 
to cross the Atlantic from New Orleans 
to Liverpool. Last year 280 persons 
were killed and 2,000 injured by ve- 
hicles in the streets. There are in Lon- 
15,000 police, 15,000 cabmen, 10,000 
people connected with the postolfice. 
The cost of gas for lighting London 
annually is $8,000,000. London has 
400 daily and weekly newspapers. 
Last year there were nearly GOO fires. The 
ancient and famous city of London 
was founded by Brute the Trojan in 
year of the world 2832, so that since 
the liist building it is 300G years old. 
The drainage system in London is 
superb, and ■ the death rate very 
low. 
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As far as time and distance are con- 
cerned it will be about the same thing 
to people of Seattle to go to St. Paul 
by the Canadian Pacific road as to go 
by the Northern Pacific, and possibly 
will be a little to their advantage. The 
distances by the two routes areas fol 
lows:
